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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 
are allowable over the cited prior arts because said prior arts do not disclose a catalyst 
for polyester production comprising a solid titanium compound obtained by dehydro- 
drying a hydrolyzate of a titanium halide and having an OH/Ti ratio as claimed. The 
catalyst and co-catalyst having been allowed over said prior arts in the parent case.
